Dominions and the Difpofitions of his Subj: ts, I can’t pretend 
to fay ; or from a Series of Obfervation on the unftable Con- 
duét of font: other Nation, fond of obtruding itfelf m:o every 
public Affair that ftirs in Europe, and thence incurs not only 
fuch vaft Expences as it is impoflible to bear, but fuch fre- 
quent Interruptions in Trade and Commerce as are incon- 
fiftent with the Intereft of the People and the Wifdom of 
a Government, Which was once formidably renowned in 
the Eyeof the World. : 

I believe no Nation has ever diltinguifhed itfelf in Ne- 
gociation to a Point of Ridicule more than our own, during 
the corrupt Adminiftration of a late enormous Minifter ; 
who, after trafGing in unmeaning Noegociations from 
Court to Court about the Continent, not only contrary to 
the Intereft, Bent, and Genius of the Nation, but direétly 
interfering with, and contrary to, one another, left us at 
Jaft without one fingle Ally when we had moft Occafion 
for many, as ae had it from his own Mouth in Parliament. 
Happy that Nation which is governed by Pupils grown 
wife by the Leffons of fuch a Minifter! 

Scweden has been long in Alliance with the avowed Ene- 
my of Great Britain, and is now actuated by no other Sen- 
timent than what comes by the Way of Ver/ailles, in Re- 
lation to the prefent Troubles brewing in the Nort, as 
well againft Rufia as againft the natural Intercft of all his 
Britannic Majcfty’s Dominions, ‘The late fatiguing March 
of the Ruffans, in Defiance of the Inclemencies of Wea- 
ther and all the Fulminations of France, is too recent to 
be forgot. Confequently, we all know how much we ftand 
indebted to that formidable Power for her timely Affiftance 
inthe Day of our Diftreis, after we had been fo frequently 
beaten, and at lait chafed with Difgrace to the very Extre- 
mity of Flanders: A running War. which ftains the Annals 
of Great Britain, and cafts a Shade of Gloom even upon 
our former Leurcls ! 

After a Nation has been refcued from imminent Danger 
by the friendly Interpofition of another, it ishardly to be 
conceived that thofe in the Conduct of her Government 
could be fo ungratefully difpofed, as to liften to any Propo- 
fals that might be fet on Foot to the Difadvantage, or even 
the Difpleafure, of their Country's’ generous Benefactor, 
by any Power whatfoever; much lef to co-operate with 
that very Enemy, from whofe fuperior Skill and Force 
they had been but lately faved. The Matter wou!d be 
much aggravated, if we fhould put the Cafe, that the Pro- 
pofals, fo embraced, were made by one common Enemy in 
Favor of another common Enemy to both Nations ; as for

Would not this be reviving the contraci€tory Negocia- 
tions of Leviathan? negleing our Friends and abjettly 
courting our Enemies? nay more! giving Aid to Thefe 
againft Thofe, at a Time too when we are at the Eve of a 
new War? Elfe, what means the valt Preparations of 
France? Why keep they their difbanded ‘Troops within 
Call, fo as to unite on a few Days Notice? Troops dif- 
banded, and yct retained under Difcipline and a kind of 
Half pay! or at leaft a full Third, for Five So/s or Sous is 
the current Pay of every Foot-Soldier in France, and that 
is but equal to our Threepence. 

There is no Doubt of the Court of Vienna's being the 
principal Obje&t of thefe Land Forces, who look with a 
malignant Eye on. the Hereditary Dominions, which the 
remains ftill unftiipt of, by the Power of her Enemies and 
But that the Houfe of 
Auffria is not the only Power which the various Branches 
of the ambitious Houte of Bourdon have in View to reduce, 
is cvident from the unwearied Application which France 
pays of late to her Marine, above all other Affairs and 
Confiderations whatever. As this can’t be meant to annoy

They have given us fome convincing Specimens in our two 
late naval Vidlories, that their Conduct is not a bit, and 
their Power very little, inferior toour own, upon that very 
Klement where we have fo long excelled all other Nations. 
It is to be withed, that, by our frequent Vilorics over 
them, we have not taught them to beat ourlelves at lat; 
as the Swedes did the Rufians formerly by Land. 

Thus far as to France only ; but what are we to think 
of the Armaments of Spain? Why, to take Vengeance, 
it will be faid, of the little pyratical States of Barbary, in 
ConjunQion with the powerfi/ Gallies of his Sictuntan 
Majefty, and other mighty Princes of Iraty. No, no! 
that is not the Point. It is not to be doubted, that they 
have far other Parpofes in View ; and that thefe are only 
colourable Pretences to elude the Watchfulnefs of our Coa- 
ition. One needs not the Aid of an Hundred Eyes to dif- 
cover this: A Brace in an intelligent Head may foflice. 
’Tis faid, that Oliver Cromwell would never fuffer the 
Court of France to build a Ship of War in Times of 
Peace, and that a Denounciation of Vengeance was always 
the Event of any fuch Attempt. But, alas! how, may we 
now fay with Voltaire, are the Britons changed fince the 
Days of Cromevell! It is hardly credible, that a People in 
lefs than a Century fhould degenerate fo far, as to fall from 
reftraining the moft formidable Power in Fa) spe to improve 
her Marine, not only into a pernicious Inattention of what 
fhe may do that Way, but into fo fcandalous a Complai- 
fance, as to become aiding and affitting to her in building 
her Ships of War, and furnifhing her with Stores and Arti- 
ficers for that Purpofe out of her own Bowels !
